per y ear is the highest paid in the 
state. That is m o re than the chief 
justice of the Suprem e Court or 
any other officer o f state gov ern 
m ent excepting the governor." he 
said. The governor receives $40,­ 
100 a year. 
Arnold said the superintendent 
of the Frem ont Union High School 
D istrict in S a n t a C lara County 
gets $20 230 a y ear, "the highest 
salary of any high school super­ 
intendent . . . an d yet this is one 
ot the sm aller school d istricts."

Coachella Valley grape growers 
were today' offered a few "insur­ 
ance tips” as protection against 
grape-killing frosts by University 
oí California agricultural experts.

A very unusual th in g h ap pened in the 
House of R e p resen ta tiv e s th e other day. 
A bill was passed without a single dis­ 
senting vote. 
Which is a m ost u n u su a l occurrence 
in a body so h otly p a rtisa n and given 


to acrid d eb ates o v e r a lm o st anything. 
But it was an extra-ordinary measure 
which affected the pocketbook of each 
Congressman and also might be of help 
to each in conducting the next cam­ 
paign. 
It was an extra $600 per year allow­ 
ance per member — retroactive to last 
January—for stationery. 
Presentation of the m atter was made 
by a member of the House Administra­ 
tion Committee who quietly and con­ 
vincingly explained that the additional 


fu n d s were largely needed to finance the 


ever growing number of “newsletters” 
congressmen write for their constitu­ 
ents, the press, etc. 
Approval was sw ift, silent and sure 
without quibbling, quizzing or notice­ 
able embarrassment among any of the 
more than 400 members. 
W hat with the privilege of printing 
undelivered speeches in the record, free 
franking of postage, plenty of envelopes, 
etcetera, it is quite evident that all mem­ 
bers of the House will now be well pre­ 
pared to send out ream s of material ex­ 
plaining many im portant matters in­ 
cluding how’ they are “saving" money 
in every possible w ay for the voters and 
taxpayers. 
Could an extra $25.000 to $30.000 be 
spent for any more logical or helpful 
purpose?
